Falkland was the same gentleman 
who Went to England as tho accredited agént of John O. Heenan, in the inter- 
national natch of 1860, Fred. sailed from Boston on the 30th of November, 
1859, and on the 16th of December, in the same year, had made all the neces- 
sary arrangéments, even to signing the articles of agreement on behalf of 
Heenan, some weeks before the Benecia Boy left our shores, As long ashe had 
business with Heenan, no more faithful friend could, possibly have been got, 
but other parties managed to worm themselves in with the Boy, and Mr. Falk- 
land was ‘superseded"—with what benefit to himself, Heenan is better 
faster than any or all of his. most intimate friends, <A diary of every 
ittle incident thet transpired while acting as agent for Heenan was 
kept by Mr. Falkland, which, if published, would, no doubt, eréate no 
little comment, At the time of his death, August 31, ha kept an hotel on 
Broadway and Fifty-ninth;street, and was doing a very comfortable business. 
Abo Vanderzee was drowned early on the morning of the 4th just, off Staten 
Island. He was an.old printer by trade, and belonged up in Albany; his age 
we belicve to have been about forty-eight years, When the Harbor Police was 
first organised, Uncle Abe obtained the position of sergeant, remaining as such 
up to his death.

Mr. Dorsey was born in Buffalo, and atthe time of his death was 
about thirty years of age. He leaves a wife and two children, Some seven 
or eight years ago he took a great interest in all kinds of sport, particularly 
pedestrianism, at which ho ranked among the first and foremost. A portrait 
of Dorsey, in running costume, has been published in the Clipper. About four 
years back he evinced aninclination for politics, and by his popularity and 
smartness was elected a Member of the Assembly from the Fourth Assembly 
District, to which position ho was re-vlected twice, holding it up to 
the time of his death, Had Mr. Dorsey lived, he would vyery likely 
have heen elected Senator at the coming election.

hands of Frank Queen (who shall be stakeholder), as & forfeit, on the men 
signing these articles; the balance of five hundred dollars a side shall bo 
placed in the stakeholder's hands ten days before ‘tho day appointed for the 
race; cither party failing, to forfeit the amount down. The number of judges 
shall be the same as in the last race between these parties, The race ghall 
take place between the hours of one and three p.m. “ Josnua Wanp, 

“Janes Hasiir.” 

We have received from Josh Ward the sum of flve hundred dollars, and on 
the 14th wo received a draft from Hamill for two hundred and fifty dollars, 
which, with two hundred and fifty dollars of Hamill’s already in our posses- 
sion, makes his five hundred dollars complete.
